instance, the g overnment does 
not 
fu rnish p ickles, bu tter, fresh veg e­ 
tables and many other thing s. 
The 
fu nd is also to fu rnish 
the 
men 
amu sement su ch as clu b equ ip ment, 
mu sic, reading 
m atter and 
books. 
No commissioned 
officer can share 
in the fu nd and it is strictly for the 
men whose p ay is not su fficient 
to 
warrant him 
sp ending 
money 
for 
these thing s. 
It was p ojnted ou t that the mem­ 
bers of Comp any B have g iven ev­ 
ery thing by their action in enlisting 
and 
as 
a 
resu lt 
many 
elig ibles 
cau g ht in the draft will stay at 
home. For this reason g n ap p eal is 
made to every citizen to g ive to the 
fu nd. 


The amou nt of the fu nd has been 
p laced at $1,500 and it is the hop es 
of the committee that this fu nd can 
be comp leted by nex t Su nday , 
Ju ly 
29 and along with the flag be p re­ 
sented to the comp any in the form 
of a certificate of dep osit for this 
amou nt.

The official grain stan d ard s of the Un ited States for wheat 
werç fixed , established , promulgated an d published on March 31 
by the Secretary of Agriculture, un d er the authority given in the 
Grain Stan d ard Act. 
This act of Con gress establishes wheat 
grad es for thé en tire Un ited States, from the farm to the export 
terin in al. Effective on In d ian a Wheat July 1, 1617. 
Number TWo Red Win ter wheat shall be cool an d sweet, 
con tain n ot more than thirteen per cen t of moisture, shall test 
n ot les« than fifty-n in e poun d s per bushel, con tain n ot more than 
four per cen t of d amaged kern els, an d n ot more than on e per cen t 
of foreign matter. 
Number Three Red Win ter wheat shall be cool an d sweet, 
con tain Wot more than fourteen per cen t moisture, shall have a 
test weight of at least fifty-eéven poun d s, shall con tain n ot more 
than seVen per cen t of d amaged kern els, an d n ot more than two 
per cen t of foreign matter. 
Number Four Red Win ter wheat shall be cool an d sweet, con # 
tain n ot more than fourteen per cen t moisture, shall have a test 
weight of,at least fifty-five poun d s. Shall con tain n ot more than 
ten per cen t d amaged kern els, riot more than ope per ced fc heat, 
d amage, an d n ot more thin fon t per cen t foreign , matter» 
Number Five Red Win ter wheat may be musty or sô ur, con ­ 
tain n ot fftorë than fifteen per cen t of moisture, test n ot less than 
63 poun d s per bushel. May con tain n ot more than fifteen per 
ceiit d amaged kern els, n ot morn than three per cen t heat d amage 
an d n ot npMre than sin per cen t foreign material. 
Dockage in clud es san d , d irt, Weed seed s, weed stems, chaff, 
straw, grain other than wheat, an d an y other foreign material 
which can be removed read ily from the wheat by the n se of ap­ 
propriate sieves clean in g d evices, or other practical mean s suited 
to separate the foreign material presen t;

The percen tage of 
d ockage so d etermin ed an d stated shall be ad d ed to the grad e 
d esign ation .

It will be v seen that the requiremen ts of grad in g are a trifle 
more strict. Dirty wheat, 07 wheat that is even slightly d amp, 
can n ot grad e either n umber tiro o r three in an y market. It rests 
primarily with the farmer to *0e that the grain is threshed d ry, 
an d is properly clean ed . Dockage rules for d irty wheat are very 
explicit. 
The oaly time to get rye on t of wheat thoroughly is while the 
grain is stan d in g. More than an a per cen t of rye preven ts an y 
wheat grad in g n umber two. On e-ten th of oae per cen t makes it 
un fit for seed . Cockle ie still worse an d must be removed , if at 
all, before hard est.

Within three months a company 
at Brandenburg, Ky., expects to be 
able to supply the American demand 
for lithographic stone. 
Heretofore 
we had been receiving our supply 
from Bavaria, Germany, importing 
from $75,000 to $85,000 warth an­ 
nually. 
But the war has thrown us 
on our own resources. 
Chemicals, 
minerals, fertilizers, etc., for which 
we formerly depended upon 
Ger 
many we are now producing our­ 
selves. 
We used to say, “Oh, they 
will be so much cheaper if we buy 
them from Germany instead of pay 
ing the extra expense of producing 
them at home,” and so, like England 
in a great many instances, we be­ 
gan to rely on the power with which 
we are now at war. 
But before we 
accepted 
Ger­ 
many’s challenge the war had be­ 
come for us more than a protective 
tariff, it was a prohibitive tariff. 
Already we have taken up the man­ 
ufacture of dvestuffs 
from coal 
tar products. 
For years one inter­ 
est fought another on the question 
of protection to 
dyestuffs 
made 
here, and in the 
compromise the 
i home 
industry had to 
walk 
the 
iplank. 
Two years after the German 
supply was shut off, Hill 
of Con 
necticut estimated that “if 
every 
penny of the specific duty which it 
is now proposed to add to the rev­ 
enue rates of the 
present (1916) 
law should be added to the price to 
the consumer, it would 
take one 
hundred years of that 
burden to 
eqiiil the losses which the existing 
famine has brought upon the coun­ 
try in the last twelve months.” 
We had depended upon Germany 
for our potash supply, and when 
that was cut off America went to 
work on the problem. 
An American 
expert estimates with a proper co­ 
ordination of certain industries we 
can produce 2,000,000 tons annually 
of potash which can be sold to the 
American farm er for $15 per ton. 
It has done us a lot of good to 
find out what we can accomplish 
when forced to do so. 
But what 
shall we do with these new indus­ 
tries after the w arf 
Leave them to 
the tender mercies of a power as 
ruthless in trade as in 
warfare? 
Scrap them? 
Assuming, 
for the 
sake of argument, that the duty was 
added to the price, would it not be 
better to be independent and pay 
the advance? 
And is this not es­ 
pecially true in view of the post­ 
war 
international 
combinations 
which 
are 
planned 
to 
control 
sources of supply, and to which the 
United States isn ot a party?

A fruitful field for government 
censorship would be in the matter of 
• the hypocritical 
peace talk 
that 
periodically emanates from German 
j subsidized correspondents 
and is 
spread broadcast 
throughout this 
[ country. 
It is a smooth game Ger- 
; many is 
playing. 
By 
creating a 
j widespread 
impression 
that 
she 
j stands ready to consumate peafc 
(at any time, >he hopes to place this 
government in the attitude of ob- 
j structing peace. 
That the insidi­ 
ous virus is working is seen on all 
hands. 
It can not be too 
strongly 
im­ 
pressed upon our people that peace 
is the last thing Germany desires— 
that 
is, an equitable 
peace. 
Had 
she really desired such a peace she 
would have 
made some 
concrete 
proposals before this. Instead of so 
desiring, she hopes to spread dis­ 
sension among 
her 
enemies 
that 
shall work to her advantage. 
Uongre>s could make 
no more 
commendable move than to establish 
a strict censorship of fake German 
peace proposals.

At the outset of the present war 
much of this was pure loss.

in the British Army there is an “ old 
clothes man” and the profits he re­ 
ports back to his boss, 
J ohn Bull, 
might make Morgan, Rockefeller or 
Carnegie envious. 
to 
The old clothes man “ saves 
the 
scraps.” 
He makes new things out 
of old. He cleans up the battlefields 
and camps and very little is wasted 
nowaday s. His job is to collect ev­ 
ery thing from a horseshoe nail to a 
disordered seige-gun and put it back 
into commission. 
Brass objects 
which 
hay e 
lost 
their usefulness are melted into In­ 
gots; cast iron junk into pig-iron 
again; bronze, tin, steel, nickel and 
every thing of the kind which' has ir­ 
retrievably lost its shape is put into 
melting pots to be born again in an­ 
other guise 
keeping up an- eternal 
transmigration but serving all 
the 
while. 
I recently visited one 
of 
these 
scrap-saving 
and 
repair 
shops. 
About 12,000 people are employ ed, 
mostly French women and girls. 
Here great howitzers are repair­ 
ed and 
government 
chronometers 
have their hair-springs re-adjusted; 
tents are patched and mended and 
covers are made for steel helmets; 
artillery wheels 
are repaired 
and 
micrometers put true again. 
There 
is a wood-working shop, 
a foundry 
for running brass, bronze, zinc, tin 
and iron; a boot repair department, 
a great machine shop; a gas mask 
repair department and many others. 
In one room theer were hundreds 
and hundreds of rifles.

largely to her efforts, the resolu­ 
tion calling 
for

Constitutional 
Convention has just passed the Illi­ 
nois Legislature. 
\ 
The organized suffragists of Illi­ 
nois had recognized the almost in­ 
superable difficulties 
in the way of 
securing full 
suffrage 
for women 
through an amendment to the pre- 


' sent 
constitution, 
because 
the 
« mending clause places such ex act­ 
ing restrictions upon the securing 
of amendments as to render prac­ 
tically impossible the carrying of a 
suffrage amendment at the required 
Referendum. 
Consequently, 
at 
the 
Annual Convention held in Spring­ 
field in October, 19 16, 
the Illinois 
State, organization determined to try 
a new tack. 
Since that 
time 
the 
State Association has concentrated 
its efforts upon 
the passage of a 
Constitutional 
Convention 
Resolu­ 
tion through the Legislature. 
The lobbying for 
the 
resolution 
was placed largely in the hands of 
the Suffrage Association. Mr. S.. M. 
Singleton, secretary 
of the 
Ctyi- 
zens’ Association, 
testifies as fol- 
lo-w« to the fine work done by the 
women’s lobby.

Within three months a company 


at Brandenburg, Ivy., expects to be 
able to supply the American demand 
for lithographic stone. 
Heretofore 


we had been receiving our supply 
from Bavaria, Germany, importin 
from $75,000 to $85,000 w»rth an- 
nually. But the war has thrown us 
on our own resources. 
Chemicals, 


minerals, fertilizers, etc., for which 
'we formerly depended upon 
Ger- 


many we are now producing our- 
selves. We used to say, "Oh, they 
will be so much cheaper if we buy 
them from Germany instead of "pay- 
ing the extra expense of producing 
them at home," and so, like England 
in a great many 'instances, we be- 
gan to rely on the power with which 
we are now at war. 


But before we 
accepted 
Ger- 


many's challenge the war had be- 
come for us more than a protective 
tariff, it was n prohibitive tariff.
